To keep alive the idea'of the silk 
cultur^ there was on one side of the 
public seal a representation of silk 
woitms with an appropriate motto. In 
1759 the colony exported upwardb of 
10,000 Ibs. of raw silk, which sold two 
or three shillings'a pound higher tnan 
that of any other country. 
Notivith- 


bianding this very encouraging cir- 
cumstance, the last parcel of silk 
brought from the country to Savannah, 
was in rf90. Silk of a like good qual- 
ity was produeeci in South Carolina, 
having, according to the testimony of 
Sir Thomas Lombe, the eminent silk 
manufacturer, as much strength and 
beauty as the jsilk olTtaly. The cul- 
ture disappeared, however, in like man- 
ner. 


Even in the more northern climates 


of Pennsylvania and New 'Jersey, the at- 
tempt was made and continued for sev- 
eral years. 
Dr. Franklin highly re- 


commending it, and subscriptions to 
some amount being set on foot for its 
encouragement.
